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A Hampshire Lane. A typical specimen of the 
country lane of southern England, and in which this 
county is particularly rich. They are probably most 
attractive in the autumn, when the closely-arching trees 
begin to shed their leaves, and enrich the beautiful scenery 
with a^l the gorgeous colouring of an English autumn. 
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
